Status of the Claims 

1 . Claims 1 and 4-6 have been amended and Claims 2, 15, and 16 have been cancelled by 
the Applicant in correspondence filed on 04/02/2010. Claims 1, 3-7, 10-14, 17, and 18 are 
currently pending. This is a Notice of Allowance. 

RESPONSE TO ARGUMENTS 

2. Claims 1-6 and 10-17 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, because the 
specification was not enabling for the entire scope of compounds of formula (I). This rejection is 
moot in light of Applicants' amendment to Claim 1 and cancellation of Claims 2, 15, and 16. 

3. Claim 10, 11, 13, and 14 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Kando, et al. (above) in view of Phillips, et al. (above), Jensen-Korte, et al. (above), 
Manning, et al. (above), Wu and Pilato (above), and King (Medicinal Chemistry: Principles and 
Practice, 1994, already of record). Applicants traversed this rejection on the grounds that the 
rejected Claims utilize novel 5-substituted-oxyalkylamino-l-arylpyrazole pesticides which are 
effective at lower doses, are substantially non-emetic, and are safer to use. After careful 
consideration. Examiner finds Applicants' arguments persuasive. Therefore, the rejection of 
Claims 10, 11, 13, and 14 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kando, et al, in 
view of Phillips, et al., Jensen-Korte, et al.. Manning, et al., Wu and Pilato, and King is 
withdrawn .
